After scrambling over the rocks on the 
lee side of the island, some got into 
FingaPs Cave, others would not. It is 
not very pleasant or safe when the wave 
rolls right in. One hour was given to 
meet on the rock we landed on. When 
on board, the Captain declared it doubt- 
ful about Iona. Such a rainy and bad- 
looking night coming on, a vote was 
proposed to the passengers: ‘Iona at 

all hazards, or back to Tobermoray.* 

Majority against proceeding. To allay 
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the displeased, the Captain promised to 
steam thrice round the island in the last 
trip. The sun getting towards the hori- 
zon, burst through the rain-cloud, angry, 
and for wind ; and so it proved, for we 
were driven for shelter into Loch Ulver, 
and did not get back to Tobermoray be- 
fore midnight.” — J, M. IV, Turner to 
James Lenox, August l6, 184$,

The tradition in the 
Hamilton family is that it was a gift 
from Washington. Another claim is that 
it was presented by Mr. William Con- 
stable, a merchant of New York, in sup- 
port of which there exists a receipt from 
the artist, dated Philadelphia, July 13, 
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17^7, for the sum of two hundred and 
fifty dollars for painting a half-length 
portrait of Washington (of the above 
size) for Mr. Constable. 

The picture remained in General 
Hamilton's possession until his deaths 
and with his widow (a daughter of 
General Schuyler) until her death in 
1854, when it became the property of her 
son, Mr. James A. Hamilton, who be* 
queathed it to his son, Mr. Alexander 
Hamilton, who in turn bequeathed it 
(with Ceracchi's bust of General Hamil- 
ton) to the Astor Library, subject to the 
death of his widow. His death occurred 
in 1SS9. She died in the spring of 1896, 
w’hen these two art objects, which had 
remained in the library of the Hamilton 
residence near Irvington-on-the-Hudson 
until July, 1896, were transferred to the 
New- York Public Library, by the exec- 
utor, Mr. Philip Schuyler.
